11 
the two thousand million dollars is all 
that Mr. Wilshire, the business man, is 
basing his revolution upon, then let me 
tell him that is a small sum lor us pro¬ 
letarian Socialists. But seriously 
speaking, it is a littie sum. The least 
little rise in the standard of living of 
our population — let’s say a rise of 
for every head during the year, hardly 
a noticeable change—would be sufficient 
to wipe out that surplus. And as long 
as our working people cannot compel the 
capitalists to raise tbe standard of wages 
even aa little aa that, how are they to 
compel them to give up everything t 

Besides Capitalism does expand and 
will expand into Mexico, South America 
and Asia. As a matter of fact there is 
plenty of room for capitalist develop¬ 
ment in the northern stale?* of our own 
country, while the South is alraovl en¬ 
tirely undeveloped. 

No need of going into details. We 
' only want to bring out t.he tact dearly 
that any man who prorai-e» the people 
; the Co-operative Common wraith within 
j three years is to put it mildly—a “Uto¬ 
pian.” 

I During the last decade of the tenth 
• rentury, many people believed and 
preached that the kingdom of heaven va* 
at hand—the Bible nays that Christ wa# 

' to come after 1000 years. Those who 
believed this gave all their money and 
I wealth to the church aud to the poor. 

J Now, if Mr. Wilshire believes simi¬ 
larly that the Co-operative Common¬ 
wealth is so near at hand, why don't he 
do the name, and donate hiawealth to hi* 
church—we mean to aay to hia party’ 
Then people might at leant be coavincvd 
that he is in earnest about his prophecy, 
as it is they naturally are in doubt. Yet 
knowing that Comrade Wilshire In a 
good fellow, who wants to eat three 
square meals a day like other people, we 
would warn him if he should decide on 
I the strength of these lines to despoil J 
j himself,—not to give it all away, but to ( 
I keep a few pennies for some rainy day : 
j after the three years. 

| And aa for Socialism it in a long and 
earnest fight.

We do. not claim that sack traoaforfiiadoa will come over night, or that It is 
even possible to have a sodden change. 

But we do claim that this tendency toward socialisation of industries will con¬ 
tinue until not only the water supply systems, the gss plants, electric light works, 
railroads, telegraphs, street car lines, aud other enterprises that are now In 1 
condition of metamorphosis from individual to public administration have become 
public property and are in collective poadi-maloti of tbe people; but until oil of the 
great industries and business affairs that have reached tbe trust stage, or sre 
near it. including the insurance business, tbe banks and the great department 
■tores will become government monopoly. 

The objection is raised by some Bodaitets that if tbe farmers sre allowed 
to keep their Land, we would not have “Marxian” Socialism. To which we an 

swer, that we do not care a - whether our Socialism be Marxian or otherwise 

'as long &j we change the present system and emancipate all the people, and 
esp" iaily the proletariat. Bat It the po><r sod miserable are to wait until tbe 
possession of farms is concentrated as th«* machine abopm or the mines are. they 
may just as well wait until they get to heaven. So much is sure, we in tbe 
West sre not willing to wait that long, even if some of tbe inhabitants of the 
east side of New York might be inclined to do so in order to be truly “Marxian.'' 

Bat if we don’t want to wait It is algo • fact that if some “Marxists'’ would 
try to hare the “collective ownership of ALL the mean* of production and dis¬ 
tribution” in thia country in spite of the American farmers and try to take thetr 
land sway by force, sucb “Marxists” might just am well get ready to get off the 
earth, for to drag the mooc down to the Bowery of New York would be just as 
easy a task. Ail tbe factory workers of the world, aud the New York bar-ten¬ 
ders, could NOT takeaway the farms from tbe seven million American farmers 
and make them “common property,” whfc’h. by tbe way, would not even be so¬ 
cialistic (not even according to Kantaky)-it would sirup!; be asinine. 

80 %re will better leave tbe farmers' ogr of the question sod simply suppose that 
they will be friendly to Socialism, by which they hare fully as much to gain 
ss the proletariat, even if they do keep their farms during the next generations. 

Bat the argument is raised by the capitalistic side that a people's monopoly 
of the moat important means of production and distribution, w.th the exception 
of the products of agriculture, will produce a system w> machine-like in struts 
lore that tbe life of those who participate will become u unit •-resting. 

The answer to that objection is simple 

With the exception of agriculture, t b* large part of product!**) and distribu¬ 
tion has alreadj become ooe gigantic machine. *»f which the indmduai work- 
ir#n. superintendent or book-keeper is bet an afum responding like any fraction 
of a smaller machine to tbe other part of the mechanism. 

The question to be settled i* no longer, are we to have a machine-like pro¬ 
duction and distribution? Tbe question 1*. by what authority and in whose au¬ 
thority is the machine to grind’' 

We now have machine-like production—machine-like private and public life. 
Our machine la constantly growing in extent nod becoming more complex and 
fixed in every department of its vast structure. 

Tbe trouble is about the ownership. 

It la owned by comparatively few great eorp*»rati*ms. the number of wbooe 
stockholders is limited to a class that has already be<*ome an artabjcrary with 
powers greater over the live* of their fel>owi than any other aristocracy in mod¬ 
ern time*. -

A torn is a different plaoe now than 
It wan twenty years ago. Rural trolley 
lines are turning, the farms near cities 
fate cuburbqu residences. A farmer's 
family caa go to the city and shop or 
attend tbe theater. 

Free postal delivery routes hare been 
ettabliahed in almost every state and 
territory. Every rural delivery wagon 
is a money order postoffice. 1’ha eat ners 
sell stamps, register letters and pay 
money orders. 

The old “distreec” school is also dis¬ 
appearing rapidly Farmers have good 
schools nowadays and in some counties 
of Wisconsin the children of the farm 
era are now carried lo and from school 
in busses, which enables the farmers to 
build large central schools, arrange them 
according to grades and hire tha best 
teacher*. 

And dow 0 ir farmers have also tele¬ 
phone*. 

The first successful attempt to estab 
Lish a complete rural telephone service 
is due to U. C. Hackney of fcHkhorn, 
Wisconsin, who. believing that farmer* 
would gladly welcome superior telephone 
service at reasonable rates, raised tha 
necessary capital and built in the town¬ 
ship of East Troy, Walworth county, the 
only telephome line of this character In 
the United States. Of the 160 farmers 
living in or about the township, 115 are 
now enjoying a telephone service, which 
by an alliance with the Wisconsin Tele¬ 
phone company, alows them communicm 
tion with all places in the ftate. 

Under the new conditions it is a bene¬ 
fit to the working das* that it is con¬ 
stantly driven out of the city into more 
j roomy and airy quarters eight or ten 
miles away. The city proletariat in or¬ 
der to be rejuvenated needs more air, 
more sun and more health. If the city 
proietaire gets into touch with the farm¬ 
er it can only result in the advantage of 
both.
